HE Two New Poles, recently erected 
at Woosung, 900 feet further up the 
River than the old ones, should be kept in 
line when crossing the Inner Bar. The 
low Pole, with a pyramidal top, is the front 
one ; whilst the high Pole, with a rectan- 
gular top, is the back one or the one further 
from the River’s Bank. 

On or about the 1st of March, the three 
Old Poles will be removed, and'a Red low 
Light on the River’s Bank with a White 
high one on the low Pole, will indicate at 
night the line now given by the New Poles.

We are able to lay before our readers, 
to-day, a despatch in which the French 
Government finally closes the episode 
of the Tientsin massacre. In concise

1871, till his departare for China. The 
French Government took, from the 
outset, the view which we have always 
urged, that the temporary banishment 
to'the Amoor of Officials whose couni- 
vance at the riot was apparent, is an 
inadequate punishment; and demanded 
farther guarantees of the sincerity of 
the Emperor, in his professions of re- 
gret and precaution. The receipt in 
Peking of these demands, apparently 
led to the promise by the Government, 
announced in the N.-O. Herald of June 
2nd, to affix the words “Imperial Gift” 
to the new Mission premises. No more 
powerfal talisman exists in Chins, 
than the two characters which con- 
vey this meaning; aud nothing would 
better convince the people of the 
Emperor’s desire that missionaries 
should be respected, than their ap- 
pearance over the Mission gateway. 
Tue reluctance with which the Go- 
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verument consented, proves the im- 
portance attached to their use. By 


this and othgr assurances, the Chinese, 


at length guoceeded in satiafying the 
French Goyernment; and M. Thiers 
departed from his original resolve,-s0 
far as to admit Chung-how to a formal 
audience. 

M. ‘Remusat’s despatch of the 9th 
November puts on record these inci- 
dents; and, as we have said before, closes 
the negociation which had been going 
ondaring the previous eighteen months, 
for the settlement of the difficulty. 
Bat in..doing so, aud in announcing 
the departure for Pekiug of a new 
Minister, M, Remusat gives the Em- 
poror clearly to understand, that he 
expects the courtesy shown by the 
President ofthe French Republic to the 
Ambassador of China, will be shown by 
the Hmperor to the Represontative of 
France. It was only on Chung-how’s 
assurance that he would impress, on his 
Mater, the urgency of yielding the 
right of Audience, that M. Thiers con- 
gented to anticipate this concession, 
and to set the example of courtesy. 
What may be the value of Chunghow’s 
assurance, we shall not stay to en- 
quire. What is important, is the 
spirit of French policy. Hvidently 
‘M. Geofroy will ask, at once, that 
this courtesy be reciprocated; aud 
we trast that he will press fora defi- 
nite answer. The eolation of the ques- 
tion lies in the hands of the Foreign 
Ministers themselves. If they unite in 
domauding to be received, the Emperor 
dare not refase. If it be left to one 
man to essay the attack, he will almost 
cortainly be unsuccessful. 

The recent assault on H. M. Minister, 
voferred to in our Summary of News, 
will very probably hasten on the ques- 
tion. M. Wade will no doubt argue 
that open insult to a Foreigner walking 
quietly through the streets of Peking, 
his official rank were not 
implies an ignorance of the 
real position and power of Foreigners, 
for which the Government is greatly 
responsible. This is a point on which 
‘Mr. Wade has often dwelt, in his des- 
patches to the Tsung-li Yuen, and he 
will not press the matter less vi- 
gofously, that he can prove from his 
own experience the trath of his as- 
sortion. The Chinese Government can, 
if it chooses, teach its people that 
the old idea of “foreign devils” 
and “outer barbarians” is no longer 
applicable to Foreigners; that these are 
at least equal in intelligence and civili- 
sation with the sons of Hav, and are 
entitled to be treated with courtesy 
and consideration. So far from doing 
this, however, it’ is notorious that 
Foreigners are commonly named by 
these opprobrious epithets, even within

‘The French mail of January 5th arrived 
on the 23rd. 

The English mail of January 12th ar- 
rived yesterday. 

Questions of taxation still continue to 
occupy the French Assembly. A project 
of imposing an extra duty on merchandise 
imported in Foreign ships is being dis- 
cussed. ‘The Government has notified 
that it will not levy differential duties on 
Indian Cotton or Jute imported in English 
and French bottoms: Although M. Thiers 
and his Ministers havo retaken office, it is 
feared that differences of opinion between 
‘him and the Assembly will again arise. 
Active party movements of the Ver- 
sailles factions and Orleanist Legitimists 
are reported. ‘The Alabama question con- 
tinues to cause uneasiness. The New York 
Herald says that the American Members 
ontheJoint Commission admit that America 
is placed incan awkward position by the 
indirect claims, from which she cannot well 
withdraw. Vico-President Colfax, in a 
speech, said that neither England nor Ame- 
rica dare destroy the Washington Treaty. 
The case put forward by England repu- 
diates the justice of the pecuniary claims 
raised; it regrets the escape of the crui- 
sers, but America mustsolidly establish Eng- 
land’s negligence, and demonstrates that a 
vigilant neutrality was gbserved ; also 
agrees to accept the decision of the Tri- 
bunal of Geneva, whether favorable or un- 
favorable, and only asks for justice. 
The American Congress has abolished 


theTea Duties. The Finance Committee of | ' 


the American Senate opposes the measure. 
Sir Arthur Edward Kennedy's appoint- 
ment to the governorship of Hongkong 
has appeared in the Gazette, and he 
leaves for the Colony on the 29th February.

‘Therstate of :the Woosung bar required 
the Sunda'to Jeave. yesterday afternoon, 
Passongersand cargo will have to be sent 
down after her. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Hong- 
kew Wharf Company was held on the 23rd. 
‘The accounts show a net profit on the nine 
monthsduring which the Company had been 
working, up to the 31st Dec., of Ts. 18,356. 
A dividend at the rate of 12 per cent per 
annum, and a further bonus of Tis. 1.50 
per share, was declared, besides returning 
20 per cent of the net profits to contri- 
butors. Tis, 1,000 were voted as -emunera- 
tion to the retiring Directors. Messrs. 
Michie, Miller, Harrison, Nissen and 
Barnes were elected Directors for tho 
current year. 

A meeting of the friends and supporters 
of the Female School Society was held on 
the 26th, ‘The report shows that the pro- 
gress of the school has been satisfactory. 
‘The accounts show a balance”in hand of 
$127. 

A meeting of the Rowing Club was held 
on the 26th. The accounts show a balance 
in hand of Tis. 235. Some alterations were 
made in the Rules of the Club. Messrs. 
Little (Captain), Bird, Clarke, Lindsley 
and Schuffenhauer were elected a Com- 
mittee for the current year. 

A meeting of members of the Race 
Club was held on the 27th. The accounts 
showed a balance in hand of Tis. 3,467. 
Tt was resolved to reduco Mr. Keswick’s 
loan by the payment of Tis. 1,000, out of 
this sum, Messra. 0. J. King. G. W. 
Coutts, Dallas, Ringer, Nissen aud Kayo 
were elected stewards for 1872, 

A meeting of shareholders in the China 
Fire Insurance Company was held in Hong- 
kong onthe 19th inst, ‘The secounta show 
anet balanceat the end of 1871, after paying 
all charges, interest, &., of $140,000. Of 
this sum, $60,000 was carried to Reserve, 
and $80,000 carried forward to 1872. ° 

A meeting of shareholders in the Hong- 
kong Fire Insurance Company was also held. 
in Hongkong on the 20th. ‘The accounts 
show a net profit for 1870 of $164,112 ; 
out of which the usual dividends have been , 
paid, and $78,000 carried to the Reserve 
Fund, which now stands at $268,000. The 
working account for 1871 shows a balance 
of $176,512. Messrs, Sassoon, Welles, 
Buxey, McDouall and Hunter were elected 
8 consulting committee, 

Telegraphic communication between 
Shanghai and Hongkong was re-established 
on the 28rd.” 

The benefit of the double line of telegraph 
from Shanghai to Europe has been already 
felt, during temporary breaks in communi- 
‘cation along one or the other route. A 
second advantage is now made apparent ; 
the competition of the Great Northern line 
across Siberia has induced the China and 
Submarine Co. to lower its rates to the 
cheaper tariff adopted by the former. On 
and after the Ist March, the rate for 
Telegrams of 20 words to Europe, by the 
direct submarine route, via Suez, will 
be $21.50. 
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It is intended that the first stéamers for 
Tientsin shall staré on Sunday morning 
next. The Manchu and the Appin are 
advertised. 

‘We publish below an important despatch 
from the French Government to Prince 
Kung, closing the Tientsin negociation 
and Chunghow’s Embassy. Tt explains 
‘Mr. Thiers? first refusal to receive Chung- 
how—on the ground that the French Re- 
presentative is not received by the Em- 
peror—and his subsequent departure from 
this resolve, on the receipt of further des- 
patches from Princo Kiung which persuaded 
him of the good intention of the Chinese 
Government. Throughout the despatch, 
this question of right of Audience is strong- 
ly dwelt on; and we believe Chung-how 
left Europe with a full conviction that it 
would have to be granted. 

‘We have to acknowledge the Journal of 
tho North-China Branch of the Asiatic 
Society for 1869-70. ‘The delay in publi- 
cation, has’ we believe, beon chiefly owing 
tothe expenso for rent under which the 
Society has been lying. Now that it is 
relieved from this difficulty, by having a 
house of its own, we may hope to see its 
transactions appear more punctually. 

‘A TrensstN correspondent gives us some 
particulars of the working of a Fund estab- 
lished by the foreign community, for the 
relief of the mative population. The 
amount subscribed has been distributed 
among the neighboring villages, in the 
proportion explained by our correspondent 
—the distributing Committee being accom- 
panied by a Chinese official appointed by 
the Viceroy for the purpose. ‘The river 
was open off the sottlemeiit, on. the 12th ; 
but it was closed from Kokoo to the 
1a, chiefly through easterly winds having 
blown ice from the head of the Gulf into 
the mouth of the Peiho. 

‘The Evening Courier published the follow- 
ing particulars of an assault committed on 
H. M. Minister, by some stteet rowdies in 
Pexina. “The facts, as communicated to us 
by a Pekin correspondent and subsequently 
confirmed by information officially conveyed 
tous, are, that Mr. Wade, being called 
bad names by some youths in the street, 
romonstrated with them, when the offence 
was repeated, and one of the oldest of them 
at length went so far as to commit an 
assault on Mr. Wade, for which he was 
apprehended and punished.” 

There has been a small riot in Cxrx- 
xzana, about a new tax lately im- 
posed by the Chehsien, And hardly 
had this been quieted, by the withdrawal 
of the obnoxious impost, when a new ex- 
citement arose in consequence of Mr. 
Salter, the agent of the 8, S. N. Co. at 
Chinkeang, turning off some squatters from 
land lately purchased'by him on the river 
bank. A mob assembled and pelted the 
8. 8. N. hulk é&c.; the Consuls called 
on the Chinese authorities to take measures 
for repressing the disturbance and protect- 
‘ing the Settlement; and a guard of soldiers 
‘was posted for the purpose. We fancy the 
row is over, now; and that there is no 
cause for further alarm, 

Business wis recommenced in HaNKow, 
after the New Year holidays, on the 14th, 
Rates for imports are about the same as 





before the holidays. But a good many of 
the country dealers have not yet returned, 
and an increased demand is expected, 
shortly. Chen-kwo-jui is staying in the 
city, but is said to be poorer, in purse and 
influence, than of yore ; and attracts little 
attention! 

A Niwero correspondent writes :—Our 
little-church being finished, a meeting was 
held yesterday, E. Solbé, Esq., in the 
chair, when it was decided to invest the 
church in the names of three Trustees 
viz: R Swinhoe H. M.’s Consul, Francis 
White, Com. £,C., and Rev. W. A. 
Russell, the head of the Church Mission 
here. It is to be called “‘Christ Church,” 
and will be opened for divine serviceonSun- 
daynext. We are still $360 in debt, but trust 
‘soon to wipe this out, somehow or the other. 
H. M. S--Cockchafer left Ningpo on Sa- 
turday for Shanghai, on her way to Chin- 
keang. The Dove is to take her place. 
Some Chinese merchants and bankers have 
started a free ferry close to the Bridge of 
Boats ; and are said to purpose continuing 
it until they run the bridge off, or can buy 
itcheaply. Thisis hardly a fair proceeding, 
in Ningpo; but wouldn't a few Shanghai 
merchants and bankers, either foreign or 
native, like to make a similar effort on the 
Soochow Creek ? 

A correspondent of the Advertiser writes 
that during the Chinese holidays, business 
has been entirely at a standstill in Swarow. 
The material for the Lighthouse which 
is to be built on Lomoch Island, has 
arrived from England, and work will 
probably be commenced during the coming 
spring. The Chinese cruisor Feihoo is ex- 
pected to assist the constructing force. 


A Court of enquiry has been held at 
the U. S. Consulate in Hoxcxoxe, into 
the loss of the Suonada, The Court 
exonerated Captain Clark from all blame, 
and expressed an opinion “that his con- 
duct under the circumstances was that of a 
thorough seaman, a cool brave and judi- 
cious commander, and that to the exercise 
of these qualities are the survivors in- 
debted for their lives.” An action has 
been brought in the Vice-Admiralty Court 
against the P. & O. Geelong, for cutting 
down the bark Glimt. The Spanish 
steamer Zuzon has broken her shaft and 
put into Labuan for repair. Admiral 
Shadwell arrived in Hongkong on the 
20th, in his flagship Iron Duke. A salute 
was fired from the Princess Charlotte 
as he steamed into harbour, followed 
by similar compliments from the Ameri- 
can, Russian, French’ and Italian men-of- 
war, which were returned by the flagship. 
The Iron Duke is a double-screw steamer 
of 800 horse power, and is armed with ten 
12-tonguns, and four Armstrongs. She has 
‘acomplement of 500 men. A regatta, got 
up by the U. S. flagship Colorado, was to 
come off on the morning of the first race- 
day. ‘The Advertiser believes that many of 
the coast steamers are at present being 
overloaded—loaded that is to an extent 
suficient, under certain circumstances, to 
make them partially unmanageable. It 
urges masters to steadily refuse receiving 
more cargo than their vessels can comfort- 
ably carry, and says the Insurance Compa- 





nies are quite alive to the alleged too-pre- 
vailing custom. A reinarkably successful 
entertainment is being given in Hongkong 
just now, by Mr. and Miss Heller. Con- 
juring, music, and clairvoyance by Miss 
Heller without mesmerism, appear to be the 
leading features. A meeting of shareholders 
in the Union Insurance Co. was held on 
the 16th inst., to confirm the resolutions 
regarding distribution of profits, agreed to 
at the meeting on the 2nd inst. ‘The new 
Chinese hospital was opened by the Go- 
vernor on the 14th. The Advertiser says 
“the three Customs Officials who accom- 
panied Chung How to France have been 
disposed of as follows:—Mr. H. 0. Brown 
goes to Canton as Acting Deputy Commis- 
sioner, Mr. Novion is sent to Amoy, and 
‘Mr. Imbert joins the Custom House at 
Swatow.” 


A Notice in the Hongkong Gazette in- 
timates that complete tranquility again 
prevails in Mania, and that there is 
now no “risk or impediment to commer- 
cial inter-communication between Hong- 
kong and that port,” 

‘There is no newsatall from H10<o, except 
that the whole population is intent on the 
New Year holidays ; and that the weather 
is bright, bracing, and appropriate for the 
season. 

‘The Mikado received the congratulations 
of the Diplomatic Body, in Yeppo on ‘the 
Japanese New Year’s day. When shall we 
hear of the Chinese Emperor doing a simi- 
larly frankand intelligent thing? He has also 
taken the best way to quiet the excitement 
about his photograph, by giving .s special 
sitting to a Japanese artist. A photo- 
graph of the Chinese Emperor would be 
less interesting, because he has shown less 
intelligence than the Mikado, But we shall 
probably have to wait another century bé- 
fore such an outrage on the Classics, the 
Fungshudy, and Colestial stagnation gene- 
rally, will be permitted. We quoted, lately, 
an address by the Mikado to his principal 
nobles, advising travel as ameans of acquir- 
ing knowledge. A notification to the same 
effect has been issued to all the ex-Chiji. 


A meeting of the Yoxonama Cham- 
ber of Commerce was held on the 30th 
ultimo. Messrs, Marshall (chairman) Wil- 
kin, Fraser, Atkinson, Thomas, Melhuish, 
Johnson, Greeven and Hooper were elected 
@ Committee for the ensuing year, Branches 
of the Deutsche Bank are to be opened 
in Yokohama and Shanghai, under the 
management of “Messrs. Seligmann and 
Mammelsdorff. Dr. Hill, R. N., has taken 
charge of the Lock Hospital, and Dr. Nel- 
son, U. S..N., has been appointed to the 
new U.S. Naval Hospital which is being 
erected onthe Bluff. A shock of an earth- 
quake is recorded, as usual. 

‘The telegraph informs us that the Vice- 
royalty of Inp1a, vacant by the death of 
Lord Mayo, was first offered to. Karl 
Kimberley, the present Secretary of ‘State 
for the Colonies, but was declined by him, 
It has since been offered to and accepted 
by Lord Northbrook (late Sir T. G 
Baring) at present Under Secretary of State 
for War.

‘THE CHINESE IN HONGKONG. 
Norwirasranpine the general want of 
judgment displayed in the Government 
of Hongkong, it is satisfactory to be 
able to trace the growth of a better 
feeling among the native residents. 
Woe. have before this alluded’ to the 
Governmeut schools, and the attempts 
they are. making, with a cousiderable 
amount of success, to blend together 
all classes; the fundamental system 
-of education in these institutions being 
based on a thorough kuowledge of 
Chinese, which is made the vehicle for 
instruction in other branches of edaca- 
tion. With Chinese, Earasians, and 
East Indians, and even with Earopean 
pupils, this has been found to answer, 
and a common and intelligible system 
of intercommanication lias been intro- 
duced for the benefit of the permanent 
residents of the rising generation. In 
merely legal matters, the administra- 
tion of the Colony hay been successful 
in unexpected quarters. Notwithstand- 
ing the claims of the Chinese to an 
ancient and fairly developed code of 
equity, it is evident that they have, 
in the south at least, learned the 
superiority of English law aud Eng- 
lish justice. ‘The ‘number of cases 
tried between Chinese in the Colo- 
nial Courts, contrasts strangely with 
their natural repuguance to allow 
their affairs to come before their own 
national tribunals. Although we may 
accept it as a general dictum, that at 
least half of the parties coucerned in 
lawsuits tried before the Colonial 
Courts were bound to bo dissatisfied 
with the finding, the general feol- 
ing of the native residents in the 
Colony must have been favourable. Still 
more marked is the propensity of the 
Chinese to leave their estates to be-ad- 
ministered by the Colonial Courts; no 
surer testimouy could be adduced, to the 
goteral well workingof thelegalsystem, 
than thatthe pre-eminently home-bound 
Chinese should prefer to die on foreign 
soil; to save his worldly possessions 
from the rapacious hands of his own 
natural protectors. To have gained 
this.mark of confidence, the Supreme 
Court of the Colony must have shown 
itself, able to grasp with the inuamer- 
able questions which surround inheri- 
tance in China—unless indeed the 
very contrary be the fact; and that, by 
simply following out so far as was prac- 
ticable the will of the deceased, or by 
reducing the affair to a plain matter 
of equity, it has succeeded in winning 
the confidence of a race by no means 
naturally confiding. Besidesthesemarks 
of a.desire to pull with the Govern- 
mont of the Colony, the Chinese resi- 
dents have made a great step by 
erecting « hospital within the Colony, 
for their follow-countrymen. ‘This 
is the more remarkable as it bas 
been a favourite cry, within the colony, 
that the Chinese residents did not 
afford ‘that assistance in the preser- 
vation of peace and good order 
which might naturally have been ex- 
pected from them, Although the noto- 
viously corrupt condition and ineffi- 
ciency of the native Indian police was, 
i mn, the real reason of this 
apparent apathy, which might have 



































been removed by taking the Uhinese 
into the confidence of the Government 
in matters of the police of the island, 
it was still a fact not to be denied, 
that even well-to-do and iufluential 
Chinese residents displayed little zeal 
in the apprebension and punishment of 
crime. Although we believe the present 
Governor to have mi uceived the 
proper aim and organisation of the 
Police Force, we cannot withhold from 
him the credit of perceiving how mach 
the prosperity of the Colony’ depended 
on the harmonious working ot the two 
elements, native and European. ‘The 
Chinese have, as a nation, often shown 
themselves ready to take an ini- 
tiative in purely benevolent instit 
tions. Probably no city in China is 
without its hospitals of one sort or 
other. The difficulty lies in the im- 
possibility of securing a proper man- 
agement, a difficulty which affects the 
whole body politic of the nation. Were 
moral apothegms to be of any avail 
in moulding the character of a uation, 
the Chinese, who whohave beea steeped 
in moral maxims from their infancy, 
onght to be the most moral of man- 
kind. But experience shows us that 
every institution in the empire is hope- 
lessly corrupt, and none more so than 
the Yenevolpnt societies which should 
ameliorate the sufferings of the poor 
and the diseased. It was therefore not 
without reason that Sir Richard Mac- 
donnell insisted that the Chinese hos- 
pital, thongh managed by a commit- 
tee of Chinese, was to be considered 
as a public institution, and that or- 
dinances wore passed to secure the due 
fact. The Chinese 
were spparently sufficiently 
cognisant of this weak point in their 
armour ; but as soon as it was ar- 
ranged that the building was to be sub- 
ject to Colonial control, they came for- 
ward liberally and, with the aid of the 
subscription from the gambling fund, 
succeeded in erecting a building des- 
cribed as creditable to the Colony.

‘THE SPREAD OF TELEGRAPHY. 

Op all the changes which have been in- 
‘tPoduced within the last quarter of a 
century, uone hasproduced such marked 
results as the system of dceauic 
telegraphy. The world, but for one 
link, a wide one it is true, has now 
been compassed by telegraphic lines, 
‘and few places of importance are wi 

out either direct telegraphic communi- 
cation or the near prospect of its com- 
pletion. ‘The two years just passed are 








especially notewortby in respect of the | er 


amount of work done, which has placed 
China and the East generally in imme- 
diate correspondence sith Europe, and, 
bat for some untoward cirenstances con- 
nected with tlie land lines of the Anstra- 





lian continent, would before this have 
placed the rising cities of the southern 
hemisphere iu a simi osition, A 
table lately published in the Kagineer 
shows how much bas really been done 
within those two years, both in the 
manufacture and laying of submarine 
cables. as shown how 
much superior such lines are, in some 
points, to. overland wires. The enor- 
mous distances over which their more 
perfect insulation enables a message 
to be sent without repetition, in at 
once a guarantee of greater speed and 
correctuess; and the greater cost ex- 
pended in their manufacture is thus, 
to some extent at least, compensated 
by their greater regularity in work- 
ing. -OF the cables lnid down, by 
far the most importaut are those of 
the submarine lines between England 
and China which, uuder the manage- 
ment of the British Indian the China 
Submarine and four other Companies, 
now conuect Hougkoug and Australia, 
as well as British India and_the inter- 
mediate ports, with England. Except 
the comparatively short’ lines between 
Madras and Bombay, and between Alex- 
andria and Suez, @ continuous series 
of submarine cables now connects-us 
with Grent Britain; of these, some 
10,000 miles belong to the British 
Indian and associated lines, and some 
900 to the Great Northern Company. 
‘The latter Company also counects us 
by some 1,200 miles of cable with 
the Russian port of Wladiwostock, 
whence the Russian Government 
wires extend through Siberia to the 
heart of Europe. Both these enor- 
mous undertakings have been brought 
to completion within the last two years, 
and have taxed to the utmost the 
sources of the various telegraphic 
works in England. It is remarkable 
that England still maintains a mo- 
nopoly of this important branch of 
engineering; and though it would be 
too much to expect that this monopoly 
will continue, tere'nes ik protease 
symptoms of competition. Indeed the 













































fact that the great centres of trade aro ° 


now connected, seems rather to point to 
a diminution in the demand, till the re- 
quirements of commerce call either for 
new routes or an extension of old. The 
roposal for a fourth telegraphic cabl 
across the Atlantic seems to be the 
first of a new series of competing Ii 

but in the present state of the science, 
it is difficult to see how a tariff’ much 
under existing rates can prove remun- 
erative. We, however, notice with 
satisfaction that the Indian lines have 
resolved to lower their charges to a 
rate corresponding with that of their 
Northern competitor. Any system 
which would tend to lower the high 
rates at present charged would be a 
direct benefit to the public, though the 
receipts of the telegraph companies do 
not seem to be out of proportion to their 
heavy expenses. It may be accepted 
as an axiom, thata cable cannot ac- 
commodate more than a certain nuct- 
ber of messages per day. Any attempt 
to increase this number by using high- 
power must inevitably result in the 
destruction of the line, The cable be- 
tweer Singapore and Hongkong ab- 
sorbed a capital expenditure of one 
half a million sterling, or over £300 4 
mile—a large capital, on which interest 
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has to be paid, in addition to an et 
mated working expenditare of some 
£1,300 per month, ‘There is no doubt 
that the problem of the future is to dis- 
cover a method whereby messages may 
‘be sent at less cost to the public, with- 
ont interfering with the fair profits of 
investors. ‘When this is accomplished, 
we may look forward to an extension 
of which the present lines will form bat 
‘a small instalment. 








OUR TELEGRAXS. 


One of the disadvantages of our pecu- 
Viarly isolnted position is that we are 
compelled to trast, in great measure, 
to the shortest telegraphic summaries 
of what is going ou in the rest of the 
world. We are literally at the “ back 
0 boyant;” and though we lay no claim 
to the supposititious miracles recorded 
of that locality, we are now and thon 
called on to interpret very dark 
dles. It would be the height of pro- 
sumption on our part to attempt too 
frequently, before the event, to interpret 
the oracles of the. telegraphic deity ; 
‘even though, like those of the Dolphie 
Apollo, we may only have ourselves 
to blamo for their misinterpretation. 
Who amongst us could fathom the 
deop meaning of the telegram, that 
missionaries trans; the laws 
wero to be handed over to the nearest 
Consul for punishment. It contained 
nothing in itself contrary to fact; it 
was on tho contrary a plain resumé of 
Lord Granville’s statement that mi 
sionaries are as other men, and that 
there were means to secure their pun- 
ishment, as that of others, in case they 
transgressed the line between right 
and wrong. We all know how the 
oracle of old declared that “ Croesus 
Inving crossed the Halys would de: 
troy a great army,” and how Crossm 
acting on what he conceived to be its 
plain meaning, did crosé that ri 
and destroy a great army—but aufor- 
tunately his own. The oracle has 
again spoken, and this time on the 
great Alnbama question; bat who 
amongst us would be bold euough 
to assert for certain its meaning? 
Wo only know that we have as yet 
received no message that war was 
imminent, s0 we are perforce compelled 
to await the more leisurely progress 
of the mails before pronouncing an 
opinion, Now and then, events so 
sharp and sudden that even the tele- 
Braph cannot throw ashade of dubious: 
ness about them, do occur. ‘The assas- 
sivation of Lord Mayo, iu its naked 
simplicity, is one of those which comes 
home to all of na; but for the ordi- 
nary rontine of political events the te- 
legraph, as we are blessed with it, is 
80 curt and tantalising that we are left 
in « greater clond of uncertainty than 
over. ‘The manufacture of telegrams is 
in fact an art in itself; and men de- 
Vote themselves nssidaously to get- 
ting as much news as possible into the 
twenty or thirty words to be. tele- 
Brphod. In Europe, where an entire 
wire may be hired at’ @ comparatively 
Tersouable rate, verbatim reports can 
bo, and are di ly reut aloug the Hines; 
Crithe laying ‘submarine wire to 
tute is an undertaking demanding 
any 2Penditare of millions of money; 
00 mere newspaper gossip can be 









































expected to pay for its passage along 
such distances as between Singapore 
and Hongkong, or Hongkong and 
Shanghai. On the continent of Europe, 
where every city taps the line and draws 
its stock of news, the whole expense 
is that incurred from the last station; 
bat here in China the distances are 50 
excessive, and the cost of working so 
great, that we cannot afford to pay 
for more than the merest ontline. 
It is probable that those engaged 
in the preparation of the tele 
grams do their best to condense as 
far and as plainly as possible. Know- 
ing the context, however, they often 
seize on points which are unintelligible 
to us without a key. Now and then 
wo feel disposed to growl at some ap- 
parent piéee of spice which has been 
served up to us, that was plain and 
simple to one acquainted with the ac- 

8, to us, deprived 
of the necessary intermediate know- 
ledge, little more than a puzzle of which 
we have lost the key. Were we even 
in possession of the whole of the tele- 
grams sent forward to the East, we 
might be able to form a good idea 
of what- was going on; but when 
telegrams only arrive at spasmodic 
intervals, and these consist of the most 
highly seasoned of the series, we must 
confess ourselves occasionally thrown on 
our beam ends. We have, howover, 
apparently learned enough to show us 
that there is vo great and immediate 
danger of a collision in Europe; and 
knowing this, it is perhaps as well we 
should suspend onr judgment of minor 
details. ‘Time, the great rectifier, will 
possibly right this in the long ran; 
meanwhile, we may rest reasonably 
content that there is no really impor- 
tent event occurring in Europe or 
elsewhere, of which we do not receive 
advices sufficient at least to warn us of 
the possible event. 











REVIEW. 
Journal of N-C. Branch of the R. A. 
Society for 1869 and 1870. 

The sixth number of the now series of 
the'Transactions of the North-China Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society, though late in 
appearance, forms a valuable contribution 
to our knowledge of China. The twelve 
papers.contained are of various interest 
and value, but the Society has on the 
whole exercised a wise judgment in their 
selection. The first paper in the volume 
bears already historic character, having 
been written by the late, lamented Consul 
Markham. It describes the condition of a 
large portion of Shantung province as seen 
by a shrewd observer ; and, indépendently 
of the source whence it sprang, will always 
have a considerable intrinsic value, as a 
faithful report on the condition of the pro- 
vince three years ago. The j 
led the writer to. Kinfow and Tsiv-hien, 
the burial places of the two great Chinese 
sages, Confucius and Mencins, respectively, 
are interesting in many respects. Not only 
did it pass through the classic land of 
Chinese tradition and history, but likewise 
through a district rich in its productions 
both mineral and agricultural. The iron 
bonds of mandarin exclusiveness, which 
prevent up to the present due use being 
made of either, are fairly shown, without 












any attempt being made to improve on the 
circumstances of the case. Suffice it to say, 
in a few words, that Mr. Markham, every- 
where gladly weleomed by the people, was 
received with coldness or entirely avoided 
by the official class, with one notable 
exception—a Mandarin from Yang-chow, 
who had probably learned to respect 

British official, in the course of his duties 
at that city. Mr. Mayers’ two papers on 
the God of Literature and the late intro- 
duction of Gunpowder and Firearms into 
China are valuable as contributions to our 
historic knowledge of China, The former 
shows the strange manner in which the 
Chinese written language has assisted in 
building up a series of myths, corres- 
pondent in many respects with those of 
the Indo-European nations, but with yet 
peculiarity of their own. How aconstella- 
tion, by the chance sound and shape of 
1 character used to represent it, ‘becomes 
embodied in human shape, and how onto 
this gets engrafted a human legend of one 
‘Chang, a scholar of Tsze-tung in the fourth 
century, who owes his divinity ‘to an im- 
perial edict of. the T’ang dynasty. ‘In 
Mr. Mayers’ own words :. “the God called 
into being by an Imperial mandate has 
at the same time become wholly inter- 
fused with traditional ideas of a date an- 
terior to the patent of his creation ; and 
the result of this mixture of immemorial 
legends with modern official apotheosis may 
‘be seen at any of his temples, in the 
double personification to which the God 
of Literature is subjected.”” A similar 
phase of the same phenomenon is afforded 
in the Revd. Mr. Eitel’s papers on the 
Fabulous Sources of the Huangho. Brah- 
manism and Buddhism agree so far in 
their cosmogony, as to place the source of 
the great rivers of the world in one vast 
central Ike, When Buddhism spread to 
China, it was natural thus to account for 
the source of the Yellow-river, and as fact 
could not here lend its aid, fiction was 
called in. A lake in the form of a perfect 
square gives origin on its side to four 
great rivers, through ontlets resembling res- 
pectively the mouths of a diamond lion, 
asilver cow, a golden elephant, and a glass 
horse. ‘The mythology makers have been 
at work in China as elsewhere, and a rich 
field remains to be reaped by the scientific 
critic. Hitherto the labours of sinologues 
have been entirely devoted to the acquisi- 
tion of what is, uidoubtedly, one of the 
most difficult of languages. It is to their 
credit that they have built up a founda: 
tion on which the comparative philo- 
logist or mythologist can work. If men 
like Julien, Legge and Edkins have 
been lacking in the high qualities of 
scientific criticism, they have at least, 
cleared the stage for those who have to come 
after them. The range of Chinese litera- 
ture is now pretty well disclosed, the clear- 
ing work has already been accomplished, 
and we find laid out to our view a 
wonderful mass, ruinous indeed, and 
in some places totally destroyed, but 
in parts replete with information on the 
early history of the race. “If the Chinese 
have myths of their own, we have stories 
respecting them and their arts but little 
removed from myths. Foremost of these 
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we may aote the widely prevalent belies 
thst, to the Chinese, the West is indebted 
for the knowledge of gunpowder and fire- 
arms. Mr. Mayers’ learned paper on this 
subject may be considered as having for 
ever set this question at rest. We have 
in fact, in this instance, as in many others, 
claimed for the Chinese what they them- 
selves never pretended to. While we have 
been laboriously persuading ourselves 
that'our knowledge of the art of making 
explosive weapons was due to the Chi- 
nese, their writers have been content 
to leave their invention and improvement 
in the hands of Europeans. There were 
men, not many centuries ago, who had be- 
come Hiberniores Hibernis ipsis, to effect a 
reconciliation between two of whom s hole 
had to be cut in a church door for them to 
shake hands through, lest perchance they 


should see one another's faces during the | Pecte 


operation ; and there are men now in this 
nineteenth centary of whom it may fairly 
bo said that they are Sinensiores Sinensis 
pris, Tncreased knowledgo of China and 
Chineto affairs is, however, fortunately for 
our civilisation, driving these would-be 
Chinese from one stronghold to another, 
to that at last wo seem to be in o fairer 
way of advancement than at any previous 
epost.

‘There isivery little news that will interest 
your readers, to be given from this port 
just now. The Chinese new year festivities 

ave for the most part ended. During 
most of the period, foreigners had to par- 
ticipate with the natives in the workless 
feature of this annual holiday. The Cus- 
toms closed for eight days, and the Banks 
and Consulates for a period ‘not exceeding’ 
four days. Money and Law are the two 
most mighty, most pervading, and most 
unceasing powers of all earthly economies ; 
hence, it is not surprising that Banks and 
Consulates cannot afford to be long closed. 

The notorious Chen Kwo-jui has beon 
visitor in this town for the last month or 
more. His presence has caused no excite- 
ment, either among foreigners or nati 
No one seems to know what is his purpose; 
no one cares to know. He is said to have 
an emptier purse, as well as less power, than 
he’ used to have ; at all events, he has 
fewer followers than might have been ex-

(Translation) Versailles, 6th Nov.; 1871. 
Puuxce,—I have the honor to reply to 
your Highness’ letter, relative to the evenita 
at Tientsin, which was handed to my 
Accessor during Marck last, by the Ain: 
bassador Chung How. 

‘When the news of those horrible occur- 
rences reached France,}“last year, and 
people learned that a. Consul’ of the Go- 
vernment, venerable’ priests, Sisters of 
Charity s6lely devoted fo, good work: iid 
worthy of all respect, had been massacred 
by an ignorant populace without the local 
authorities having done what they 
thould’ have | done, to, stop these 
horrors, a general indignation ‘prevailed ; 
and it seemed likely thatthe. relations of 
te fro: Gevecaments aes) be seriously 

isturbed. But @’AGinires “for 
France, at Peking, M. Te oa a 
having’ announced that the \Chiness Go- 
vernment had spontaneously ‘ordetéd Gor: 
tain measures of reparation,’ and “had 
decided to send an Ambassador t6 Franéé, 
decision was suspended until the arrival of 
the Agent. % 

‘The Ambassador Chunghow arrived; in 
effect, at the end of the winter, at Bor- 
deaux. From thence he came to Versaillés, 
where he was received by the thei Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, and, conformably with 
your Highness’ letter, he announced ‘offi: 
Gially that the, Imperial Government” had 
punished by dea 
culprits, had exiled an equal number, dé: 
graded ‘and banished the Prefect and the 
sub-Prefect convicted of having been privy 
to the outbreak, that an indemnity: 
destined for the families of the victims atid 
for the reconstruction of thé: destroyed 
buildings, and that, lastly, he was the bearer 
of aleiter from the Emperor, expressing 
his regret for the deplorable event, as’ wel 
as his firm intention to take’ precautiond 
that similar crimes should not recur in-the 
future. 

A Commissioner was delegated to examine 
these-different points and ‘to’ confer. oii 
them with your Ambassador. The choice 
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of the Government fell upon Mr. Geofroy, 
a high officer in the department of Foreign 
‘Affairs, who had already been nominated 
to fulfil the functions of Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary in China, in the stead of the 
Count De Lallemand. 

Several conferences were held successively 
at the Palace of Trianon, and subsequently 
at Paris. 

‘At the very outset, it appeared to the 
French Cominissioner, just as Count de 
Rochechouart had already represented to 
your Highness, that so far as regarded the 
‘two magistrates guilty of connivance, the 

tion of justice fiad ‘not been sufficiently 

severe ; and we invited your Envoy to seek, 

with him, means for completing what the 

gate of these reparatory measures 

left to be desired, in. stipulating at least 
for certain guarantees for the future. 

‘The Ambassador having alleged that he 
was without power in this respect, refer- 
ence was made to Peking. 

In the interval, and while awaiting the 
instructions of your Highness, your Envoy 
readily conversed enseveral questions which 
had relation to the limited object of his 
mission, Especially, he examined with Mr. 
Geofroy the proposed Regulation regard- 
ing the exercise of the Christian religion 
in China, The two negociators also in- 
terchanged ideas on the subject of the Im- 
perial Audience. 

Sofar as regards the Eight Articles, it was 
easy for our Commissioner to show how 
little foundation had the allegations on 
which this innovation purported to be 
based, and the impossibility of carrying 
it out without manifestly violating the 
treaties. He did not hesitate, however, to 
‘admit the justness of several observations 
of your Anibassador. Minutes were drawn 
up of these conferences, read and recog- 
nised as exact by both parties. 

‘Wo learned, subsequently, that the pro- 
ject, triumphantly refuted by the principal 

orsign Legations at Peking, as well us by 
ourselves, had been withdrawn. We can- 
not but praise the ‘'sung-li Yamén for the 
prudence it has shown in this circumstance. 

‘Another point of great importance was 
approached, as I have said above,—namely 

‘at of the Imperial Audience and of the 
reciprocity which all Governments following 
international usage show each other in 
such cases. After having recalled the 
precedents and the formal reservation 
made on the occasion of Mr. Burlingame’s 
Mission, the French Commissioner pointed 
out the necessity for regulating this matter 
conformably with the rights and the dignity 
of the two Governments, by eatablishing 
their official relations on a footing of 

jerfect equality and of reciprocal consi- 
Qeration. "Your Ambassador, recognised 
that this arrangement could not, in effect, 
bo any longer delayed; and ‘that great 
good would result from it to our mutual 
relations and to the despatch of business. 

Tn the meantime, M. Lemaire had ar- 
rived from China with supplementary in- 
structions from Your Highness for the 
Ambassador Chung, and he informed us at 
the same time of the decision come to by 
fhe Imperial Government, rogarding the 
Cemetery at Tientsin. We discerned in 
these new measures, which cannot fail to 
make an impression on the people, a proof 
of good feeling and of a sincere wish to sa- 
isfy. us Moreover, the Ainbassador 
Chung having declared that, immediately 
on his return to Peking, he would inform 
the Emperor himself of all pending diffi- 
culties, and Would respectfully urge their 
solution, the President of the French Re- 
public, having regard to these assurances, 
and wishing to give a proof of conciliatory 
intent, and of the especial consideration 
which he professes for the Emperor, deter- 
mined that he would receive in formal au- 
dionce, from the hands of your Ambassa- 
dor, the letter of which he was the bearer. 

Your Highness will already have had 20g- 
nisance of the details of this ceremony, 
and of the words which were pronounced 








by the President. You will have per- 
ceived that the French Government is no 
less desirous than yourself to see effaced 
all trace of the misunderstanding occa- 
sioned by the deplorable events of Tientsin. 
The President thinks that the punishments 
and indemnities awarded, are only effi- 
cacious reparation in so far as moral 
guarantees accompany them ; and he be- 
lieves that the surest way of protecting the 
French Missionaries and Foreigners ge- 
nerally, is for the Chinese Government to 
give them by its edicts public marks of the 
esteem.to which honest men who act 
worthily and respect the law, are entitled. 
In this way, popular prejudices and wilful 
‘accusations will quickly vanish; for we 
know that the Chinese people is docile, 
and listens submissively to the voice of its 
magistrates. The President of the French 
Republic desires also that the Agents of 
his Government, in China, endeavour, by 
acordial understanding with the Chinese 
authorities, to prevent and solve paci- 
fically all complications which may arise. 
He desires that you should not doubt the 
spirit of justice which guides him, nor his 
friendly intentions. 

The prolonged stay of the Ambassador 
Chung in France will have had the effect 
of convincing him fully of our disposition, 
and he will be in a position to convey to 
you this assurance. We hope that his 
mission, from this point of view, will | pro- 
duce the best results, and we are glad to 
hope that it will be the prelude to more 
intimate relations between us—an end, to 
which the establishment of a permanent 
Chinese Legation in France, and the des- 
patch of a certain number of young Chi- 
nese who should study here ou language 
our arts and our industry, would power- 
fully contribute. 

To conclude, at the moment when your 
Ambassador is about to quit us, Ihave 
pleasure in saying to your Highness that 
we have fully appreciated his qualities, 
his comprehension of affairs, the modera- 
tion of his mind, and his perfect courtesy. 
We hope that ail who may succeed him 
will resemble him. I must also bear wit- 
ness to the intelligence and zeal of the 
two French ies—Messrs. Novion 
and Imbert—whom your Highness attached 
to him. In loyally serving your inter- 
ests, as was their duty, they served at the 
same time the interests of their own coun- 
try which do not differ from your own. 

‘On our part, our Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary, M. de Geo- 
froy, will soon go to Peking, to pursue and 
to conclude there, with your Highness, the 
negociations which he has commenced here. 
He will also be provided with the. ful 

wors necessary to proceed to a revision 
UF tho treaties’ Finally, besides his or-| 
dinary credentials, he will be intrusted 
by the President’ of the Republic with 
a special letter, to the Emperor, in 
reply to that which’ the Ambassador 
Chunghow brought hither. I do not doubt 
that your Highness and the Imperial Go- 
verninent will have full reason to congra- 
tulate themselves upon our new Envoy.

Ho might say, with reference to his pro- 
mise to Mr.’ Higson, recorded in the 
minutes of last meeting, that they should 
not carry forward any reserve, they had 
only this small amount of Tis. 334 to carry 
forward, and they did so as a protection 
against loss on outstanding accounts.

nubtthey would treat them liberally if they 
had to return policies, He hoped to hear 
the opinion of some of the shareholders on 
the matter. 

Mr. Hanrisow agreed with the pro-

The Cuarrman said they had thought 
of that, and something might be done; but 
they were not then quite prepared to say 
what the local Offices would do. 

Mr. Parxer—It would accommodate all 
storers at the Wharf, and maintain the con- 
venience to the public. 

‘Mr. Porter did not imagine the local 
Offices would do it at 1/6th per cent, the 
rate charged by the Company. ‘They 
might accommodate the public so far, how- 
ever, aa to grant them risk notes through 
the Agents of the Wharf instead of requir- 
ing application at the Insurance Office. 
‘The Agents would then have to make ar- 
rangements to declare a risk at once to the 
different Offices. It might be done in the 
way the S. 8. N.Co. at present managed 
their Insurance. That Company had ar- 
rangements with the local Offices for open 
policies for a certain amount, and declared 
each evening how much they had incurred 
under these. He was not prepared to say 
that the local Offices would do this for the 
Wharf Company, but they had done it for 
the 8. S. N. Co., and he did not see why 
they should not do it for the other. The 
Company would gain nothing, it would be 
merely for the convenience of the public. 

‘Mr. Lavens said it appeared to him that 
if the Wharf Company gave up the it 
system of insurance the publi would take 
steps to secure themelves, If any one 
took a policy of say'Tls. 20,000 for a month, 
he could secure the safety of several ship- 
ments under it, as several might be turned 
over during the month, and he could even 
transfer the policy from one godown to 
another, and also the goods insured under 


it. 

Mr. Baxwes said Mr. Lavers’ argument 
would hold good if goods remained only a 
short time at the Wharf, but it was the 
Company's interest to get goods to remain 
there as long as possitle. If the public 
viewed it as a favour to get short insur- 
ances at one-sixth per cent., and the local 
Ofices would grant policies to be given out 
in the same way, the plan might be worth 
considering. 

Mr. P. ‘Macseaw remarked that the 
granting of insurances would entail on the 

ompany an extra expense for their staf 
At present they were gaining a slight profit 
iy Risin tho now way proposed they ould 
gain none, 

‘Mr. Lavers said as the plan brought in 
s0 little money, only Tis. 500 or 600 in 
nine months, and it was really not the 
business of the Conipany to grant risks, it 
had better cease. 

‘Mr. P. Macteaw thought the profit very 
small for the risk incurred, and he did not 
see that a public Company’ should do in- 
surance for such a small return, 

‘Mr. Miner said there was another point 
to be taken into consideration. If a fire 
occurred, there would be great difficulty in 
determining the goods insured under an 
open policy, and it might involve much 
trouble and endless lawsuits—all for a 
profit of Tls. 500 in 9 months. It was 
scarcely worth while for the Company to 
run the risk. If the risk was taken, they 
must remember also that the Deed of Set- 
tlement would require alteration. 

The Cuamwax thought the opinion 
seemed very general and unanimous, that 
the responsibility had better not be under- 
taken longer, and he shovld therefore pro-

‘The Cuarnman imagined not—the Com- 
mitteo would “exercise their discretion” 
to the contrary. But it would be easy to

The rule as amended was then proposed 
by Mr. Marrzaxp, seconded by. Afr. Wis- 
NER, and carried unanimously. 

‘The CHarRMAN'said it was also proposed 
to add to the rules of racing at regattas, a 
rule No, XVII. 

After crews are once chosen, no change shall 
be permitted without the consent in writing of 
all the Strokes of the competing crews. 

‘Mr. Lewis proposed as an amendment 
that ‘no change should be permitted with- 
out the consent of the Committee.” If 
there were 4 or 5 Strokes they would never 
all agree. 

‘Mr. Wisver said, to make the rule effec- 
tive, a time ought to be fixed beyond which 
notice of change should not be admitted.

Now it was a well known thin, 
the entrance opposite the Horse Bazaar 
was annually much injured by ponies & 
ing in, but as they were race ponies. this 
could not very well be objected to. But 
Sewjee’s cows did not contribute in any 
way to the Race Club, and he would put 
it whether the right to enter was not re- 
stricted entirely to those going for pur- 
poses of Recreation, either to the cricket 
or base ball grounds or for riding or walk- 
ing.

‘Mr. Low said it was dangerous to ride 
on ; the drains were falling through, and 
in ‘one place, not far from the Grand 
Stand, there ‘was a grave that projected.

‘Mr. Heap begged to second Mr Low's 
motion, that some of the funds be expend- 
ed on improving the innercourse. He did 
not know what arrangement they might 
be able to make with the Recreation Fund 
—that seemed to be an irresponsible affair, 
and to be managed by people difficult 
to deal with.

Is 2,500. to credit, after paying an 
instalment of Mr. Keswick’s loan; and 
he thought it would be a very good: 
thing to spend Tis, 500 or so in widening 
and generally improving the inner Course. 
When walking on it a few days since, he 
had found a spot on which there was only 
two paces wide for ponies to gallop through; 
a little further on there were six paces, and 
again seven, eight and nine. How was it 
possible to se that fora training ground ? 
Yo make the Club a preper racing Society, 
they must have a second course ; they 
wanted it as a usn required a second: suit 
of clothes. They had not a proper training 
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ground now, and it was the first thing they 
should try for. 

‘Mr. Low put his ‘suggestion in the form 
of a resolution as follow: 

‘That, with the permission of the Recreation 
‘Fund, a portion of the fund of the Race Club 
bbe devoted to the improvement of the inner 
Riding Course, 

In putting this resolution forward, he did 
not wish to claim for the Race Club any 
exclusive right to use the ground. 

The resolution was put, and passed with 
one dissentient, 

Stewards were then ballotted for, and 
Messrs. C. J. King, Barnes Dallas, G. 
Coutts, W. Kaye, F. Nissen, J. M. Ringer 
and F.’D. Hitch, elected. 

Mr. Cuuxcw asked, with regard to the 
measuring of ponies, supposing man bought 
agriffin and made some mistake in measur- 
ing it before entering, was it reasonable 
that, when the pony was measured by the 
Stewards and thoy found it to be over 
height, tkey should retain the entrance 
fees. ‘It had been done in his own case at 
last meeting, with “ Calerait.” He proposed 
aud Mr. Low seconded— 

‘That for ponies not passed by the Stewards 
as under height, the entrance fees be returned 
to the member entering. 

Mr. Kipyer said, some two or three 
meetings ago, a resolution had been passed 
making a subscription for honorary mem- 
bers of Tis. 10—men who did not enter 
ponies nor ride. He would like to ask 
what the privileges of these members were. 

‘The Cuamaan said, honorary members 
were admitted at both meetings to the 
Grand Stand, and to the ground for the 
general purpose of recreation. 

Mr. Kronen said the reason he asked the 
question was, because he was told he had 
no right to enter the Grand Stand to see 
the training on a morning. 

‘The Cxamaawn understood that honor- 
ary members’ privileges extended to ent 
ing the Grand Stand at any time. 
thought he had better read the resolution 
adopted on the 21st February 1870. 

“Tnasmuch as non-membersas well as mem- 
bers of the Club make constant use of the Race 
Course enclosure, roposed that the Clerk 
of the Course should post a notice that only 
subscribers can be admitted ; should any non- 
members wish to make use of the course for 
walking, they can do so by paying an Annual 
ubscription of ‘is. 8 which would not admit 
them to the Grand Stand during race meet- 
ings, or paying Tis. 10, which would admit 

ent as honorary members.” 

Mr, Cuurcu asked if that allowed the 
use of the Stand at training time. 

The Cuarrmaw confessed that he did not 
see that a man should be admitted into 
the grounds at 4 in the afternoon, and be 
excluded at 8 in the morning. 

‘Mr. Cuaupens—Can honorary members 
attend a members’ meeting? 

‘The CramMan did not know that they 
could. 

Mr. Kroner said he had come there, be- 
cause he did not clearly understand what 
the privileges of an honorary member 
were. He had been at the meeting at 
which the resolution just read was i 
,and he thought honorary members had all 
‘the privileges of meinbers,-except riding 
and entering ponies. 

‘The Cuarwan said honorary members 
had not the privilege of voting. He now 
Tecalled the attention of the meeting to 
Mr. Church’s motion. 

The motion was put and passed. 

Mr. Low would like to propose that, in- 
stead of the handicap being arranged by 
the Stewards, who had not so good an 
opportunity of judging of the performance 
of ponies as owners, a committee of owners 
be appointed by the Club to make it up. 

it was impossible for the stewards to watch 

1e ponies so well as owners could, and all 
admitted that there were various mistakes 
in the last handicap and the one before. 
































Owners were more likely to arrive at a 
correct estimate of the proper weights to 
put upon ponies. 

The Carman asked how many of a 
Committee Mr. Low would have. 

‘Mr. Low thought five owners acting with 
the Stewards. He would move— 

‘That a Conmmittee of five owners of ponies 
be selected by the Stewards to act in con- 
junction with them in arranging Handicaps. 

Mr. Duxw said there had always been 
some talk about the handicaps ; it was a 
very difficult thing to arrange, ’some one 
must be more heavily weighted than an- 
other. But considering the handicaps 
they had had, and how closely they had 
deen ridden, he could notsee why they 
should not continue to leave it to the 
Stewards to decide. 

‘Mr. Cuuxcu entirely disagreed with Mr. 
Dunn. In the way the handicap was made 
up at present, the winner could always be 

jicked out. ‘The Stewards could not see 
iow the ponies were working, and if they 
did, could not always tell; some people 
might be holding their ponies. Owners 
were more alive to what the ponies were 
worth, and could therefore make » better 
handicap. He begged to second Mr. Low’s 
motion. 

Mr. Duxw considered the Stewards had, 
throughout, made splendid handicaps. 

‘Mr. Low thought it would save the 
Stewards a great deal of trouble, and afford 
them material nce if owners were 
associated with them. ‘The Stewards were 
not present regularly at morning training, 
to see what the ponies were doing. 

‘Mr. Zruareny thought it would be most 
undesirable to have owners of ponies have 
much say in handicapping, and was strong- 
ly of opinion it should be left to the 
Stewards 

‘The Caran, before putting the re- 
solution, took the opportunity of mak- 
ing a few remarks on the matter, For 
his own part, if there were any person 
whom they would find more fitted to make 
the handicap, or even a select committee 
of three who would have the confidence of 
‘the Club more than the Stewards, he would. 
be in favour of the motion. But he thought 
no practical good would follow from mak- 
ing the number fixing the handicap larger, 
and that it would be mistake to intro- 
duce an element of owners. ‘The Stewards 
had the advantage, usually, of not being 
men who were personally interested in the 
animals, 

‘Mr. Merten thought, if the Club ‘elect- 
ed certain gentlemen to do certain things 
in connection with the race meeting, and 
had not sufficient confidence in them as 
handicappers, they had better not elect 
them. r hear). He believed the han- 
dicaps had been thoroughly good, though 
they certainly had not told in his favour. 














‘The Cuarmwax then put the resolution | th 


to the meeting, when it was lost by a large 





majority. 
‘Mr. Dunw asked, returning to the ques- 
tion of the pri of honorary members, 





whether they really had the right to vote 
at meetings, and the right to appear 
at the Grand Stand on training mornings, 
or simply that of attending race meet- 


ings. He thought they should only have {' 


tickets to the race meetings, and the 
use of the Course when it was not enyaged 
for racing p Tt would make a 
great difference to their income, if honor 
ary members had all the privileges of mem- 
bers with'the exception simply of entering 
ponies. To make the thing quite clear he 
‘would move — 

‘That it be understood, an honorary mem- 
ber, viz. a member paying Tl:.10 per annum, 
has only the privilege of entering the Grand 
Stand on Race days and walking on the Course 
subject to the rules of the Club. 

An honorary member of Is. 5 per annum 
has only the privilege of welking on the Course, 
also subject to the Bye-laws of the Race Club. 

Mr. pens seconded. 








‘The Cuaremaw thought, if that was the 
view of the meeting, it was a very right 
thing that they should take this opporta: 
nity of declaring it ; so that there ahould 
be no uncertainty as to what honorary 
members’ privileges were. The question was 
of a little more importance than might at 
‘once appear, for it people were to be ad- 
mitted to the Grand Stand the year round, 
for Ms. 10, there would be no indneement 
to any one, unless an owner of ponies, to 
become a regular inember. 

The resolution was then passed nem. con, 

‘Mr. Hzan trusted no time would be lost 
in proceeding with the improvements on 
the inner course. With regard to the Race 
Programmes these were always excellent, 
and gave good racing. But they had one 
fault, that the steeplechases and hurdle 
races always came off in the dark ; and it 
was a most dangerous thing to ride one in 
such circumstances. He thought it should 
be arranged that these races would come 
off in the middle of the day, or have a 
fourth day for this class of racing. 

A member remarked that it was necessa- 
ry these races should come off last, as the 
jockeys had to go and change their ‘clothes 
after them. 2 

‘Mr. Head—But there are lots of other 
jockeys. (Laughter) 

‘The Cuarmmaw said this dificulty had 
occurred to the Stewards, but it was of 
more importance in the autumn than in 
the spring, there being longer light at the 
latter meeting. It seemed to them, it would 
be well to have the races a little earlier in 
the day rather than to alter their rotation ; 
for people did get very wet at the Steeple- 
chase, and the best jockeys always went in 

for it. 

After a few remarks, 

‘The Cuareacan said he hoped the moot- 
ing would bo satisfied with the assurance 
of the Stewards, that every facility woul 
be given for having the races run in day- 
light; and ho would ask membora to socond 
their efforts, by being as punctual es possi- 
ble, and not hindering the start.

-Mr. Fsanoy, the hon. treasurer, before 
proceeding to read the report, expressed 
his regret that Mr. Syle was prevented from 
attending, ashecould have given them much 
interesting information regarding the work 
of the Society which they would not re- 
ceive in any other way. 

REPORT, 

If continued success is to be considered as 
good ground for satisfaction, then the friends 
and supporters of our Society may be con- 
gratulated on the general result of their 
‘efforts during the year 1871. 

The Managers, in presenting their Third 
Annual Report, will briefly state what has 
bbeen accomplished thus far. 
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Of the yupils two have been married, 
(which fact goes to answer the question what 
is to become of your scholars), one has been 
returned to her family, on account of invinei-

‘Dr. WILLLAMs read the following resolu- 
tion, which had been put into his hands,

‘That wo desire to record our affectionate 
appreciation of the single-minded devotion to 
the elevation of her own sex which marked 
the character and labors of the late President 
of our Society, Mrs, Bridgman ; and that wo 
pledge ourselves to carry on the good work to 
the prosperity of which she go largely contri- 
buted. 


‘The resolution, he said, had two parts to 
it, and one was a good sequence to the 
other. If he should, holding that resolu- 
tion in his hand, attempt to express all the 
regard that he had for the revered woman 
who was the subject of it, he might detain 
them longer than was desirable. For her 
whole life, Mrs. Bridgman was engaged in 
teaching. ” In the United States she taught 
a school for over 20 years, and in China 
for 26 years, making nearly half a century 
of her life ; and as she was 66 years of age 
when she ‘died, she must have begun to 
teach when she was 20. He had heard 
read letters written by her former pupils 
in America, which showed the grateful 
recollection’ of the benefits they had en- 
joyed by her teaching. Ono very long let- 
ter Mrs, Bridgman received from a lady in 
Halifax, in which the care and the Chris- 
tian faithfulness she had shown to this 
woman when a git] in school, was recalled, 
and the blessing of God resting on that 
instruction enabled its recipient to main- 
tain herself amid great temptation and 
trouble. This meeting, however, was 
more connected with Mrs. Bridgman’s la- 
bours in China. As soon as she arrived 
in this country, she began to take two or 
three girls to teach. When her husband 
came up here in connection with the trans- 
lation of the Scriptures, Mrs. Bridgman 
brought with her two gitls from Canton. 
One of these he believed was dead ; the 
other married and maintained a Christian 
walk, and as a surety that Mrs. Bridgman’s 
Inbours were not lost when she was gone, 
encouraged others to follow her wish—her 
whole desire when in China, that of train- 
ing up girls in the nurture and the admo- 
nition of the Lord. He had seen a at 
deal of Mra Bridgman's work in Potdng, 


the | and assisted in it; and the first children 


she got there were picked up off the 
streets. Near the house where she lived 
there was a woman whose small feet showed 
that at some time she had been in better 
circumstances than she then was. She had 
these two girls; and Mrs. Bridgman, not 
waiting longer for any better work to begin 
with, took them on. In doing so, how- 
ever, she took up a cross more trying than 
she had imagined, for the mother could 


‘has | never be satisfied with anything that was 


done for the girls or for herself—not that 
she was poor, but she never could have 
enough—till Mrs. Bridgman was almost 
compelled to turn the girls away. But she 
retained them, and this beginning became 
the nucleus of ‘the school which is still go- 
ing on. It must be encouragement to 








come in any other way. And if she had 
set them so good an example, it certainly 
‘became them to feel that, in accepting this 
resolution, thoy were pledging themselves 
to carry on the good work. By the report 
of the Committee of Managers just read, 
he saw that the cost on the average for 
each pupil was only $35 a year, for cloth- 
ing, tuition and all other expenses. If they 
kept 30 scholars in the school, they might 
be supported in a good way, in respect of 
teachers and books and all other things, 
for $1,000 yearly; and he thought at 
that rate they could safely pledge them- 
selves to carry on the work while it ap- 
peared that their labours were not in 
vain. They had the example of their 
late President to encourage them, and to 
show that any good seed sown’ in the 
hearts of this people was rarely lost. He 
had therefore great pleasure in moving the 
resolution. 

Mr. Fearon seconded. 

Dr. McCarter hoped he might bo 
aliowed, though a stranger, to. make a few 
remarks in addition to what Dr. Williams 
had said, About 40 years ago, in the city 
of New York, Mrs. Bridgman was teaching 
‘a school there, and he had the good fortune 
to make her ‘acquaintance when he was a 
little fellow, beginning his education, and 
at that time her talent and tact in mana- 
ging the young impressed itself strongly 
upon him. ‘Twenty-six years after, when 

irs, Bridgman came to Shanghai, he re- 
ceived a note from her, showing that she 
had not forgotten old’ pupils, or at least 
some of them, and that she still retained 
her kindly feelings towards them. Ho 
could corroborate all that Dr. Williams 
had said, and was glad that this institution 
was started to sustain the character and 
work of one for whom he had so high a res- 
pect as the late Mrs. Bridgman, 

‘The CHAIRMAN said it might be men- 
tioned as one of the satisfactory results of 
‘Mrs. Bridgman’s efforts, that she was not 
forgotten by her old pupils. He had been 
at Chefoo last summer, during the time 
‘Mrs. Bridgman was thero. Sho was then 
in astate of health which rendered it dif- 
ficult for her to look after herself ; and {t 
must be gratifying to those who had the 
well-being of the Chinese at heart, and 
who wished to discover evidences of grate- 
fol feoling, auch as might be looked for in 
other divisions of the human family, to 
know that Mrs. Bridgman found there her 
home, her very appropriate home, in the 
house of one of her scholars—a house fur- 
nished with many foreign appliances—and 
that she was taken care of as well, and by 
people as careful for and as loving to her, as 
any one could be. This might be taken as 
an indication of what many of her scholars 
would have done for her, if it was in their 
power.

‘That the thanks of the members of the 
Shanghai Female School Suciety be given to 
the Rev. E. W, le aud Mrs. Syle, for theit 
zealous and untiring efforts in behalf of the 
Society, whose success thus far, the members 
feel, is’ chiefly due to Mr. and Mrs. Syle’s 
efficient management of the School. And fur- 
ther—while regretting that they are so soon 
to be deprived of this valuable aid, the mem- 
bers desire to unite in wishing Mr.’ and Mrs. 
Syle the best of health, happiness and suc- 
cess, in whatever sphere of duties they may 
be called upon to occupy. 

In offering this resolution hé might say 
that he did so with very great pleasure, 
Mr. Syle had shown a devotion and inter- 
est in the welfare of this Society which he 
was sure those of them who had watched 
his career had every pleasure in testifying 
to. Some of them might possibly differ as 
to the aystem of education which Mr. Syle 
thought most suitable, but they would all 
most cordially acoord to him their satisiac~ 
tion with the present condition of ihe 
school.

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Mr. Forbes proposed, and Mr, Deacon 
seconded, the’ re-appointinent of Messrs, 
Condit and Ryrie, the retiring Directors.

‘The Chairman then observed that the 
Company had now arrived at: the end of 
the secoud year of its existence. Without 
wishing in the least to give any credit. to 
the Board of Directors, he must corigratn- 
late the shareholders on the results of the 
Company's working during those tro years. 
During the past year it had been particu 
Inely successful, comparing favourably with 
that of the other local offices. The net 
premia amounted to $140,000, whereas in 
the ten months of the previous year it had 
only been $104,000, and if they’ added for 
the other two months in the same propor- 
tion, it would still be only $126,000. This 
was a considerable advance to make in a 
year. Something had been said outside— 
he did not know whether it was advisable 
to mention these things—but the question 
had been asked why the Company paid no 
bonus this year on the amount of premium 
contributed. Nearly all the shareholders 
must be aware that they could not, inednfor- 
mity with the Articles of Association, pay 
any bonus until the ReserveFund amounted 
to$100,000.

ons amounts of premium contributed. his 
would leave $20,000 in hand, which would 
again be carried to Reserve Fund. This 
was far better than giving any bonus at 
present, because if they did soand had any 
serious losses they would have to entrench 
Inrgely on their capital. It was very short- 
sighted policy to pay a bonus unless the 
Company was first ina good position, and 
he believed the thinking portion of the 
public were more likely to give business 
to an office with a Reserve Fund than to 
one which paid an early bonus. In fact, 
within the Inst year many residents who 
were not shareholders, and who used to 
give their business to home ofties, now gave 
it to them, and he thonght all would agree 
that it was best to increwe the Reserve 
Fund before paying « bonus.

Amongst the said chests of 
opium—for which the bills of lading were en- 
dorsed to the defendant, of which he took 
delivery, as mentioned in the 4th paragraph 
of this petition—there were 9 chests marked 
H S and S D below, and numbered 290 to 298, 
inclusively ; and there was also on board the 
said steamer Madras, and in the custody of 
the plaintiffs, as owners of the said steamer, 
one other chest of opium bearing the same 
mark H'S and 8D below, and mimbered 208 
on the outside covering, or gunny, and on the 
inside lid 288. Whilst making’ delivery of 
the said 314 chests of opium to the defendant, 
the plaintiffs, in error, and in addition to all 
the 9 chests marked HS and SD below, 
numbers 290 to 298, inclusive, to which the 
said bill of lading related, delivered to him, 
and he received the chest described in the 
preceding ph, and he thus obtained 
15 chests, in lien of 314 to which he was 
entitled. The plaintiffs, immediately on dis- 
covering their error, applied to the defendant 
for the return of the said chest of opium, 
but the defendant wholly declined and re- 
fused, and still declines and refuses to 
return the same to the plaintiffs, and 
detains the same from them, whereby the 
plaintiffs have been and are greatly damnified ; 
and the plaintiffs therefore pray that the 
defendant may be ordered to return to them 
the said chest of Malwa opium, with fifty 
dollars damages for its detention, and that

‘The following was the anewer filed by the 
defendant -— 
“He did receive from the plaintiffs steam 
ship called the Madras, 314 chests opium, 23 
stated in the petition, but he did not, by mis. 
take or otherwise, receive another chest or 
any further quantity of opium, as alleged in 
the petition. ‘The defendant does not detain 
and has not at any time detained from, or re- 
fused to deliver to, the plaintiffs a chest or 
any other quantity of opium of which they, the 
plaintiffs, are entitled to demand delivery.” 
‘The Court would therefore see from these 
pleadings that the issue between the parties 
was whether or not one chest of opium had 
been delivered to, and received by the de- 
fendant, in excess of the number to which he 
was entitled under the bill of lading. The 
action was brought against defendant because 
he was holder of the Dill of lading and was

‘The question at issue was entirely one of fact, 
and the jury were the coustitutional judges 
in such a case. It would be for them to say, 
upon the evidence adducee, whether plaintifts 
proved the fact that a chest of opium too 
many had been received on board and deli- 
vered to defendant. If they found that this 
was so, they would find for the plaintiffs other- 
wise, for defendant, ‘The facts under ‘which 
the action bad heen brought about were short 
ly as follows: In taking in cargo at Houg- 
Kong, there was, among other shipments, ronie 
‘opium consigned to Messrs, E, D. Sassoon 
£Co, ‘That jopium was marked on the bills 
of lading ina certain way to distinguish it, 
and plaintiffs would show that instead of 314 
chests bearing these marks and numbers, 
there were delivered 315, one being a chest 
which was marked '208'on the outside. and 
was sent to Shanghai by mistake, having been 
consigned to firm in Hongkong. ‘Bat in 
much as it bore the same marks as that 
for defendant's principals, it came to be looked 
upon as part of what ‘he should receive. 
In Hongkong the opium had been tallied in 
at two gangways. ‘The third officer was 
tallying in at the fore gangway and the second 
at the aft one, and the same was the case at 
Shanghai in discharging, and so it was that 
‘one chest bearing the number 298 outside was 
tallied in at each gangway, and again deli 
vered at each. ‘This mistake was not 
vered till some time after, when enqui 
were instituted in consequence of information 
from Hongkong that oue chest bearing the 
mark HS 8D. (the same ‘mark that’ nine 
chests—from 290 to 208—for Messrs, Sassoon 
bore) number 288 had been sent up.

Soon 
after we discharged, a letter came to me de- 
manding a chest H. S. 8. D. 288. I can’t 
say if any gunnies were cut on this occasion. 
Itis a common thing to find a different uum- 
ber on the chest. Frequently the officer re- 
ceives duplicates without cutting the gunuies. 

To Mr. Brrp—I take the mark aud num- 
ber of each package as it goes over the side. 
I was delivering cargo aft; another officer 
was delivering forward. I would not be in 
position to kuow how many of a particular 
mark was delivered by him. It is possible 
that 5 or 6 chests of one run would be deli- 
vered forward, and some aft, and I would 
have to depend on the common honesty of the 
person taking delivery. At that moment, and 
till I compared statements with the other 
officer, I would not be in a position to say 
how many weredelivered. The Custom House 
officer brought to my notice a statement of 
amount delivered. He produced a small me- 
orandam book, which { examined. It con- 
tamed the amount of opium in each boat as it 
left the ship, and he made out that one chest 
more had been delivered than 1 had. I said 
he must have been mistaken, as Thad all my 
cargo ticked off, and everybody said they had 
their complement. In the case of a duplicate 
number we sometimes open the guuny, aud in 
case of dispute I take the mark on ‘the lid 
if it corresponds to what we waut. ‘The cor- 
rect mark is on the lid. I delivered of the 
marks H. S. 8. D. Nos. 296 and 297. 

Wrntrasr Anrep Wieeter, sworn, stated— 
Iwas thinl-officer af the Madras ou the voy- 
age. I was tallying cargo at the fore gangway 
Telleved the 2nd officer atone time at thea 
gangway. I made entries at the time of takin 
incargo. I produce my books. At the fore 
gangway, I took in 71 chests of certain marks 
and numbers, and at the aft gangway when 
Trelieved the 2ud officer I took in 24. Uf 
HSSD,1 tallied in numbers 296, 203, 290 
294, 298, 297, 295, 291. ‘Those entries are as 
they came on board at the fore gangway. Ait 
I tallied in two, 202 and 298, of that mark. 
Itallied out ‘at the fore gangway on 
arrival at Shanghai. In all 1 tallied out by 
my book 68 of those marks and numbers. Of 
HSSD, I tallied out 291, 293, 204, 995, 
298, and'200—six chests. 297 was passed aft, 
as it was broken, and 296 at the time could 
not be found, as other opium was in the way. 
It was afterwards found and saw it passed 
aft, with 297, between decks. Mr. Lindsay 
vas taking delivery from my gamgway, and 1 
always deliver cargo of those marks to him. I 
did not tally out any opium then at the after- 
gangway. Mr. Lindsay left me to take deli- 
Very of cargo aft from the 2ud officer. In 
what I delivered I had two duplicate num- 
bers, EDS, TS 0, 3,133 aud 3,112. In A 
SSD, I have a duplicate of 298." When 
I find any number in duplicate it is placed on 
one side, till the whole of the shipment is 
delivered, and if there is a blank number, 
that number is taken for it. I never deliver 
numbers of one mark for another. I deliver 
only duplicates of the sane mark and take 
the blank out. Toften have duplicates, the 
numbering is very inaccurate. ‘There was an 
officer from the Customs on board, who made 
a memo of the numbers put into the boat, and 
he generally, in fact T believe always, asked 
me how many I had put into the boat. ‘The 
second officer was discharging at the aft, at 
the time 1 was doing so at the fo :

sent. ? 

To Mr. Eawes—I discharged of H.S.S.D.

298. We didn’t require to compare with each 
other, as we did not receive a chest of that 
number, We have proved by our books that 
we delivered two of 208. I discharge just s0 
many chests as I take in at Hongkong. T 
copy certain cargo into my book, and on the 
other side I know it must gu out, and out it 
goes. 1 did not compare with the second of- 
ficer. 

‘To Mr. Brnp—I was informed that a chest, 
No. 288, marked H.S.8.D., was missing from 
Hongkong, and on looking’at my book, said I 
knew nothing about it. Before leaving, I had 
not compared with the second officer, but if I 
had, 1 would have found that 10 chests were 
delivered. ‘There is not much time nowadays 
between the time we deliver and take in cargo 
ata port, There is a book for each gangway, 
and when I tallied at the aft gangway, I 
would enter into the one belonging to it, 

Freprricx Datias Barnes, sworn, stated— 
Tam agent here for the P. & O. Gompany. I 
had letters from Hongkong advising me that 
achest of opium marked S$, D., num- 
ber 288, was sent on by mistake in the 
Madras, and subsequently a telegram saying 
that it ad been delivered to the Lmily Jane 
as a duplicate number of 298. 

Mr. Brnp proceciled to ask as to Mr. Barnes 
visiting Messrs. E. D. Sassvon & Co. about 
the matter, but Mr. Hames objected, and Mr. 
Bird departed from the question. 

Witness continned—1 went on board the 
Emily Jane. Leaid to Captain Deslandes 
“you have a chest of opium in excess of your 
uuimber, a duplicate of 293.” He denied, and 
said ‘no I have not.” He produced his gross 
weight book, which I examined, Iam now 
shown it. Ou one page L see an entry H. 8, 
SD. 200 to 208, and against 208. there are 
the weights of two chests 217 and 219 Ibs. 
Hoth are in pencil. (The book was handed 
in as evidence by plaintiffs’ counsel.) The 
book was in this state when I saw it. 
Captain Deslandes said to his mate: Why, 
here you have taken a duplicate number, and 
theré is uo blank space for it.

298. ‘The gunny had been removed from one 
chest. That chest was marked H. S. 8. D, 
288—the chest I was in search of. ‘The mark 
was on the lid. ‘That is the usual place for a 
mark. ‘The chest had Chinese chops pasted on 
it, implying that it was sold. I said 
dent you have my chest, will you deliver it? 
He said: no, I want first to sce that I have my 
full quantity of chests. I then left the ship. 
Mr. Withers did not come with me. I have 
had twelve years experience of opium shipping. 
‘The opium coming from Bombay is often 
numbered incorrectly on the guunies, but the 
right number is generally on the chest. ‘The 
cliest in question lias uot been delivered up 
to me. ‘The Defendant had not made any 
claim for short delivery. On the coutrary, he 
says he has. received ‘bis right number of 
chests. I received these letters (handed in) 
from Defendant on the 17th. [Ist.—Had 
not received one chest in excess, but 
duplicate Nos. of various mark: 
number of chests was correct, s0 declined to 
return chest in question. 2n 
plain was one chest short ; on contrary, had 
received 314, the number on bills of lading, 
aud not one over. Letter to which lst was 
in reply was a request for delivery order of 
chest in excess, Letter to which 2ndwasa reply 
asked for mark and No. of chest of which de- 
fendant was short.] The Defendant has ne- 
ver specified to me the mark or number of 
any chest of which he is short. 

To Mr. Eawrs.—The defendant produced 
his book on my producing a letter from Messrs. 
Sassoon & Co. He did hesitate to produce it 
—a minute or two. I think the book is in 
the condition in which it first was. 1 did find 
the chest of which Iwas in search. ‘he No, 
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was on the lid of the chest. ‘The No. on the 
gunny was 298. ‘The No. was not indistinct. 
T can't swear there.were not two numbers, one 
‘on tae bag and one onthe lid. I can swear 
the number 288 was there—as clear as the 
numbers are usually marked. The fact of 
there being two chests of the same mark and 
No. was conclusive to me under the eircum- 
stances that the extra one was the one I 
wanted. Lwas aware that duplicate chests 
of opium are often received here, of the 
same mark—perhaps 6 or 8 out of 1200 in one 





cargo. When Defendant proposed taking in 
aceutut, Lsaid, if you areoneshort I will pay 
you, I did say { knew where the chests 


were, I could see them before me. I did say 
that [knew where the chest was from our 
own telegram and letter. I am prepared 
to swear { did not turn my back and leave, 
on the question whether defendant would 
deliver the chest. Capt. Deslandes did tell 
me he was prepared to help me to discover 
any fraud if such had been. I was asked to 
go on board again. ‘This was after he had 
taken account of stock so far as I know. He 
said, thereare the two chests.

pencil, Capt. Deslandes called for his officer 
and asked, when it was found that there were 
10 chests, how it was he got that, when the 
Vill of lading was for only 9, and there was no 
Dlank in the ran of the numbers, He also 
sent to have the nnsold eargo looked up, and 
we did not find any other of that mark. We 
left the ship about 12 o'elock, and Mr. Barnes 
having received a letter about two that after- 

‘we went on board again. We met Mr. 
Shillim on the upper deck, and Mr. Barnes 
and [ went down to the maindeck, where Mr. 
Deslandes was. Mr. Deslandes pointed to two 
chests standing apart, and said “there are 
the two chests.” One was marked H.S..D. 
298, and on the lid the number 288 which was 
the’ mmmber we sought, Mr. Deslandes helt 
up the gummy and showed that it also bore 
the mark 208 in two places; on the top and 
on one side. I saw the gunny, and the mum- 
bers were 298 as distinct any marking 
ight be. ‘They were both ummstakeably 
3S; and on the lid, equally wnmistakeably, the 
number was 288, ‘Air, Burnes asked Captain 
Deslaudes-to deliver the chest, as he must be 
‘sure he had received it in excess of his num- 
ber. He said no, he could not, till he counted 
his opium. Mr. Barnes then left the ship, 
and Mr. Shillim came down. [ remained, and 
Captain Deslandes said to me it was a very 
extraordinary affair, and asked if I thought it 
was necessary to send for Mr. Penfold. I said 
he could do as he pleased, the only thing we 
wanted was the chest of opium. All the 
opinin was brought up, and was described as 
bargained opium. ‘The edge of the particular 
chest was pasted round with Chinese chop 
peer, ‘hich they told me meant that it was 
rargained opium. Defendant did not then, or 
atany other time, say that he had not received 
his whole quantity of opium, and he has not 
given up this chest either. 

‘To Mr. Eaaes.—Capt Deslandes held the 
gnany up in his hand. — In checking in cargo 
the guuny number is taken, but in discharg- 






















































ing it often happens, in case of a duplicate 
number, that they take the lid. They would 
take it if a duplicate of the same mark, and 
/ if the run of the numbers was short. In five 

years I have never known a duplicate number 
taken without the officer reporting it to the 
ofice. I presume Captain Deslandes’ inten- 
tion in counting the opium was to find if he 
was short on the whole. Neither Mr. 
Barnes nor myself made any objection to his 
doing so. 

‘To Mr. Brrp.—If there was a discrepancy 
between the number on the gunny and that 
on the lid, we would take that on the lid, itis 
the custom to do so. 

Certain books having been handed in, Mr. 
| Bird said that closed the case for the plaintiffs 

Mr. Eantss opened for the defence. He 
should be very to invade the province 
of the Jury, but he felt that he had little 
to reply to, He had of course nothing to 
add to his learned friend's statement of tie 
question of fact. The officers of the Madras 
had come into Court and said they relied 
‘on the good faith of those with whom they 
were acting; they did not compare their 
books to see whetlier their statements agreed. 
At the same time they had all admitted 
‘that it was quite unsafe to rely on the 
numbers written upon the gunnies, and that 
perhaps in the majority of instances these 
did not correspond with those upon the 
chests. It was stated to be the custom to 
take the chests upon these numbers and to 
fill up blanks with duplicates if they found 
there were any. In this case no discrepancy 
was discovered by the officers, and it was 
almost incredible that if it were in their 
books they should have failed to discover 
it, He need hardly suggest that there was 
a possibility in the interval which had oc- 
curred of the books being altered. ‘The offi- 
cers appeared even to have received and de- 
livered not only 10 but 12 chests H. 8. 8. D. 

Mr. Bro explained that the other two 
chests had beon put on board by mistake 
at Hongkong, but retransferred to the hulk 
when the mistake was found out. 

Mr. Eames accepted the explanation and 
continued. He thought the one fact that the 
officers seemed to have been so thoroughly 
| careless about their discharging went to show 
that even supposing they had brought 315 
instead of $14 chests from Hongkong, it 
seomed to him it was a very loose presump- 
tion to suppose that defendant must have 
received the odd chest. He would show to 
the satisfaction of the Jury that Mr. Lind- 
say had compared his books with the offi- 
cers of the steamer. He would show by 
the Customs officer that he got his secount 
of the cargo from the steamer, and the third 
officer had in fact testified that this was 
always the case, There was no other means 
of his getting one that he could rely on. 
The Customs officer would also tell them 
that his account of the cargo was the same 
as defendant's. The main reliance of the 
plaintiffs seemed to be that defendant's books 
showed discrepancy. There was no sort 
of doubt that defendant had a duplicate of 
298 and it was so entered, but there were 
left two blank numbers of that mark. The 
witnesses would be able to explain how 
these blanks occurred and were filled up; 
one chest had been broken and was held 
over, and another could not at first he 
fonud on the steamer. ‘The lot of opium 
was sold, When defendant came to deliver, 
it was found that one wasshort, and one of 
another mark was stuck in which did not 
appear to have been weighed when sold with 
‘the lot, and a blank was left in the book 
against its namber, for the weight. In the 
book apy ‘two numbers of 215 Ibs. 
weight each. Whether this was a means 
of accounting for the whole number on 
board, or whether one was weighed twice and 
another} without w ing was diffi- 
cult to say. The probabilities too were 
rather strong against an extra chest he- 
ing knowingly accepted and retained. In 
the first place his learned friend, for some 
reason best known to himself, ‘had tried 
to impress upon the minds of the jury that 
Messrs. E. D, Sassoon were the real defen 
Gants here. But he did not know that, if 
they were interested in the cargo, they would 
likely be held responsible for a mis- 
take by their Captain. If they were, the pro- 
babilities were much stronger in defendant's 
favour, for could the Jury believe that Mr. 
Deslandes was willing to sacrifice the positi 







































he bad made here in the opium trade, or that 
a large firm would have their good nam inne 
for the consideration of a chest of 
For if the defendant was guilty of 
ig and detaining the chest, knowing it 
to belong to some one else and that he had 
already ge all his own, it would simply be 
a piece of swindling, an attempt to rob, And 
still, would defendant go and put the record 
of such an attempt in his books, and exhibit 
those books immediately when called upon ? 
If theJury proved defendant wrong they inust 
find him ‘nearly an idiot, or he would never 
have entered the receipt of the chest in his 
book. (The learned counsel made an explana- 
tion from the several books of the Lmily 
Jane.) Knowing the uncertainty of numbers, 
the Jury would see that it was usual to go 
by the number of chests and not the uum- 
ber on the chests. ‘The consignees tried to 
get the same marks, and they would take 
any nomber of that mark to fill up their 
Ulanks, When enquiry was made about 
this chest Captain Deslandes had his cargo 
counted. This chest marked 298 was found, 
but the number might be taken for anything 
‘The gunny had 298 on one side and 296 on 
the end, at least two people,in the opium 
trade, whom Capt. Deslandes got to sce it, 
said one number looked like 296. ‘This che: 
was one of the lot marked H. 8, S. D:, so 
to a Chinaman, and upon which he pub bis 
chop, and seemed to have taken the place of 
296 in the transaction, that number being 
missing when delivery was taken from the 
steamer. The defendant might possibly have 
received an improper number but hud not a 
chest too much. He thought he need not 
say any more, but he would endeavour to sa- 
tisly the Jury upon the evidence that there 
was no intention on the part of Captain 
Deslances or his mate to defrand or 


Etias J, Desuannes, sworn, stated—I am 
in charge of the opiu ip Emily Jane, 1 
received some opium from the Alacra some 
time in Nov. last. 1 received 314 chests, 
acco-ding to the Dills of Inding handed in 
to-day. About the 18th December Mr. Barnes 
‘caine on board, in an aveful rage, anit accused 
me of having a chest of opiwn of theirs, and 
said that Mr. Shillim had said L told’ him 
so, He gave me a note from Mr, Shillim.

‘The chest was fist entered here ag 
298, but the Jury could see by the bag itee 
that it might well be taken in passing cargo 
foe 200 Ry to what had bechme ef chet 
288—which was doubtless marked with that 
number on the gunny—no one knew ; in all 
human probability there was such a chest 
somewhere, unless the number had been 
omitted altogether from the shipment. He 
would remind the Jury, and his Lordship 
would no doubt instruct them to the same 
effect, that the burden of proof lay upon 
the plaintiffs. It was for them to prove 
that defendant had received a chest too 
sauch, even if the Court should think de- 
disprove it. 
He hoped the Jury were convinced that the 
receiving officers of the opium sbips had 
nothing to do with the lid numbers. And 
then, supposing an extra chest had been re- 
ceived on the Emily Jane, he would 
like to_ask what earthly motive there could 
be for receiving it, and for putting it down 
as of the stock. When 
went on board, Captain Deslandes immedia- 
tely showed the evidence on which he might 
be found guilty of receiving it. Such 
proceeding would be more than wrong, it 
would be silly. At that time, too, Captain 
Deslandes had not even discovered the mis- 
take about the duplicate; only when he 
called in his people and made enquiry did 
he find that the number on the end of the

HSS D was claimed from them before they 
did leave. If the Jury should find that the 
chest did goon board the Emily June, they 
would not find that the captain was respon- 
sible for it, And in the pleadings, in this 
case, the plaintiffs must confine themselves 
to what they started with, that not.only had 
there been a mistake in the number or ‘mark 
of a chest, but that defendant had received 
315 instead of 314. 

Mr, Bro hoped his Lordship would agree 
wth him that ths was wens of au aio Tor 
detinue, for the wrongful detention of a chest 
of opium delivered to defendant in excess of 
his ‘number. He received it in error and 
should have re-delivered it, and it was for the 
non-delivery of it that plaintiffs sued him, 
‘The question as he had stated at the open: 
ing was entirely one of fact. It was simply 
whether or not ‘one chest iii excoan of the 
right number had in some way been received 
by the defendant, Plaintiffs bad undertaken 
to show that such a chest had been received 
on board in Hongkong, bad been delivered 
from the ship to the servant of the defen- 
dant, and ultimately received on board his 
ship. ‘That was what plaintiffs had to prove 
to make a prima facie case, and he thought 
they had succeeded in doing that much. "It 
was perfectly true, as his friend had stated, 
that the omis probandi lay upon the plain: 
tiffs. It did so upon the parties asserting a 
fact; and therefore when another allegation 

raised in the defence, the onnsof establish- 
ing it lay with the other side. ‘The specific 
defence set up was that defendant . was 
ort one chest, or in other words that 
the chest bearing on it 208 296 was 
taken for the one number, and theonenum- 
ber*on it for the other; and. that there 
really was only one chest ; that they ‘said 
ow it came to pass for two chests, 
while it was only one.and made defendant's 
books bear to have received 10 when he re- 
ceived only 9.

There was 
a mass of other evidence, which he would 
not weary the Court by going into; it seemed 
to have little to do with the case, because 
the one point to bear in mind was, did this 
chest go to defendant and was his comple- 
ment full without it, or not? Rose's evidence 
was worth less than nothing ; it was based 
entirely upon hearsay, and the witness was 
not prepared to swear of his own knowled;

Mr. Millot’s shroff said defendant left the 
house on the ist, and when on the 2nd men 


informed his master, who told the men there- 
fore to cease working and locked the door. 

Defendant said, if he was wrong he was 

willing to pay till the 7th.

He did not think that any farther 
steps could have been taken by Captain Clark 
with a view to saving the ship ; and that every 
effort was made to save life and property. 

Pedro Quivedero, quartermaster, stated that 
at the time the ship struck, he was heavin 
the lead, and could. get’'no. bottom at 6 
fathoms, and the ship seemed to be steering 
setae ropnin here sed pinion that 

‘apt. i expressed an opinic 
the rock muat be a boulter, possibly caused by 
some recent earthquake,’ as he had gone 
throogh that passage for the last ten years, 
and never had any impression that there was 
such a rock. It was in the direct course he 
always took. 

Captain Clark was then asked by the Court 
whether he had any remarks to offer, and 
stated that he was quite willing to leave the 

tter in the hands of the Court, with the 
evidence which had been given, to which he 
had nothing further to add. 

‘The Court, was then cleared ; and has since 
given the following decision. 

The Court after hearing all the evidence 
produced, and having carefully and maturely 
considered the same, is of the opinion that 
the steam-ship Staconada was in good sea- 
going condition, well found in boats, anchors 
and cables, with five good pumps connected 
with the engine, and fully manned ; that the 
ship was Hurting the usual route of steamers 
(through Haitan Straits) bound up the Coast 
during the prevailing N.E, monsoon ; that 
the rock upon which she atruck is not laid 
down in the latest, published charts, and its 
existence was not known to shipmasters and 
others navigating the Haitan Straits ; that 
the ship was steering @ mid-channel course, 
with a carefal leadaman in the chains (who 
could get no bottom with 8 fathoms of line) 
when she struck; that subsequent researches 
proved the rock to be lying almost directly in 
mid-channel in its narrowest part, and that 
after the accident Ceptain Clark, his officers 
and crew, did evi that was possible to 
be done for the preservation of the ship, car- 
go, aud the lives of those on and that 
order and discipline were preserved on board 
until the last moment. In conclusion, the 
Court, in exonerating Arthur Hamilton Clark, 
late commander of the steamer Suwona 
from all blame for the unfortanate loss of sai 
vessel, would express the opinion that, his 
conduct under the circumstances was that. of 
a thorough seaman, a coc}, brave and judicious 
pasate ale and that to the exercise of these 

ualities are the survivors indebted for their 
lives.—Daily Press.

Loss OF THE “ CHUKIANG.” 
(Daily Press.) 


We regret that the fears for the above vessel 
prove to be only too well founded. She was 
totally lost on Reef Island on the Gth Feb- 
ruary, and the captain, officers and pas- 
sengers reached Amoy ina junk. The follow- 
ing interesting account of the matter his 
been furnished by one of the officers on 
board :—The morning of Tuesday, February 
6th, broke thick and misty with a very nasty 
slect falling. At $ a.m. land was observed on 
the starvoard bow, when the captain gave 
orders. to keep off another point. Shortly 
after the weather cleared, bue soon became 
thicker than ever. About 9.30 a great mass 
was observed to the starboard bow, and at 
the same time it was reported that the steer- 
ing gear had broken. ‘The engines were at this 
time going astern ; and shortly after the order 
‘was given to go ahead again, when land was 
observed looming ahead. ‘The engines were 
again reversed without delay, but before 
the way could be fully checked, . the shij 
struck stem on, and also on the’ start 
bilge, and healed over to the port side. The 
engines were stopped ; and now, as if to show 
our destruction was complete, the veil of fog 
slowly lifted, showing great high rocks oi 
three sides bf us. We saw at once we could 
not get the ship off, so sct to work to clear the 
boats, and land the Chinese passengers, which 
we succeeded in doing. The natives had dis- 
covered us by this time, and were collected on 
the rocks, and as we landed the passengers 
took their clothes from them. ‘The captain 
now determined to send and look for assist- 
ance. Accordingly the gig was despatched in 
charge of the'second officer, $e contig pilot, 
i H. 0. Brown, of the Imperial Cus. 
toms, who 
anied them in search of a mandarin to state

and [we found the wire steering rope running 
from aft to the bridge, broken on the port 
side by the main-rigging. The tide by this 
time was ebbing fast. I went with the Cap. 
tain in the pinnace to survey the ship, and 
ascertain if possible the We found 
the stem broken from the eight foot mark, and 
turned outwards to the starboard side. There 
was a great hole also on the starboard side, 
@ little forward of the main rigging, running 
down towards the keel, and another one on 
the port side, much larger, and running the 
same direction. The bags’ of rico were pro- 
trading from the holds, and judging from the 
length of the breaks, tried with a boat hook, 
I should think she was eut through the bot 
‘tom from port to starboard upwards to the 
water line. We found it was impossible todo 
anything for her, but remained by till 5 p.m. 
that evening, when it was deemed advisable to 
leave before dark, as the natives ashore, also a 
number of fishing boats, were waiting for the 
cover of darkness to board, and we had no 
weapons or firearms fit to defend ourselves 
with. About that hour we took to the boats 
and pulled towards the Haitan Straits. The fog 
had come down again during the afteraon, 
and as it very soon became dark, we mad 
line fast to the three boats to prevent losin 
one another in the darkness, when about 
o'clock in the morning a sandy bottom was 
found. We stuck the masts belongiuig to the 
boats in the sand, and made fast alongside of 
ach other, to wait for daylight ; and now, a8 
to augment our miserable condition, ‘the 
rain fell heavily and the wind increased. The 
tide also,was ebbing, and the boatsgotaground. 
It took us sometime to get them afloat again 
and re-moor them. ‘That done, we sat down to 
sigh for daylight, when as the flood began to 
make the wind and rain increased, and we had 
again to shift our moorings, and get under the 
lee of a rock. Never was daylight looked for 
more ansioualy, and when it did break 
a junk lying at'anchor about a mile an 
away. It was at once resolved to boa: 
which we did. ‘The men in char 
asleep, and were very much territieil to find 
in possession, bué were very soon rens- 
sured, and to take us down to Pioghai, 
and while on board they offered us such food 
as they had themselves. At Pi 
was chartered to take us to Amoy, and after 































getting on board, we found lier laden 
with salt, and leaking very badly. We were 
four days on board this junk, snd all of us 





Europeans took our turn at the punps and 
bailed with buckets to keep her atfoat, We 
had to put into Chinchoo harbour from stress, 
‘of weather, and coming out again, the seas 
were breaking over us to that extent that 
the crew belonging to her, coull hardly be 
induced to proceed. On Sunday morning, 
Lith February, we sighted a steamer, which 
turned out to be the Sedan, bound uorth. 
remained by us threo or four hours, aud 
Captain wanted us to come 
proceed on to Shanghai, but being 
the entrance of Amoy, we thought it better 
to go in there. We reached Anioy on Sun- 
day evening about four or five o'clock, whence 
wo were brought on to Hongkong’ by the 
steamship Formosa, at the hands of whose 
captain and officers we received overy atten- 
tion. During the time we w ie hands 
of the Chis i ness it 
was i their power to ren id their 
efforts were the more praise 
their means were evidently very Ii 
reaching Amoy, the poor. man who was eap- 
tain and owner of the junk, told me that up- 
wards of 200 piculs of his cargo ind heen, 
pramped out, and as he was bound for Wam- 
i, Nam-ki Island, it would be nearly light 
before he reached his destination.
